THE ZONING BOARD'S

We do not/argue with those resid- 
ing there that this is a substantial 
asset of the Beach. Where we part 
company is on their assertion that 
the construction of a hotel— in 
spite of other similar properties 
now existing there— will cheapen 
the locality and reduce its desir- 
ability as a place in which t^hve. 
Our own private opinion is to the 
effect that it will add materially

Some of this bitterness that we feel in this connection, we admit, 
is of a personal nature. Being charged with some few aspects of 
Beach promotion, we have done our best to cooperate — wherever such 
cooperation was possible — with all national, state and local agencies 
that have expressed interest in this community. In most of our deal- 
ings with local business and hotel interests— save in a notably few 
instances — we have been given every measure of cooperation that we 
could desire and, what is more, the value of cooperating with outside 
agencies has been impressed upon us by those who have made our 
activity possible.

Thus Dr. Ralph Gerard, pro- 
fessor of physiology at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, comes forward 
with what he terms three "ear- 
marks" for the identification of 
"intelligent behavior." 

The first earmark, says Dr. Ger- 
ard, is "the^absence of supersti- 
tion; the emancipation from fear 
of nature and the here-and-now 
prejudices of the group." 

Second, the scientist contends, 
intelligent behavior must be

/Guttmachqr proposes gradually 
to extend the principle of "full 
psychiatric examination" to traf- 
fic violators.

"The Prodigal Parents" is the 
fourth consecutive pot, boiler that 
Sinclair Lewis has foisted on the 
reading public in five years. It 
differs from the others ("Ann 
Vickers", "Work of Art" and "lb 
Can't Happen Here") in being 
somewhat more watery as to style, 
in having characters somewhat 
more waxlike, in having a theme- 
that will hardly appeal even to 
chronic theme hunters like the 
leftist The Nation and The New 
Republic, and in having no plot 
worthy of the name. If you were 
to take a five year file of almost 
any popular magazine and pick 
from it the most sentimental 
story you could find about a 
middle aged couple, you would 
need only to dilute the story into 
a full length novel, name the hero 
Cornplow, the heroine Haze), the 
town Sachem, and you would 
have something very like Sinclair 
Lewis's new book. 

There is no point in a review- 
er's bludgeoning the run-of-the- 
mine, thud rate novels that vw-i- 
almost daily by third rate au- 
thors. These have their appeal 
and their public. The critical 
reviews for the most part simply 
waive them, or at most they copy 
sentences from dust jackets into 
a column on "Other Books of the 
Week." Sinclair Lewis has. how- 
ever, disqualified himself for the 
charity due the third rate author 
by writing three worthy novels: 
"Arrowsmith", "Main Street" and 
"Babbitt." None of these, it is 
true, has any more endorsement 
Toi posterity than Lyly's "Eup- 
hues" had, but all of the more/in- 
teresting comments ties nn^a soc- 
ial, economic and intellectual sys- 
tem; and in a sense they are»real. 
"Arrowsmith" is probably the best 
of the ' three, but the writing of 
any one of them would place a 
certain obligation on an author. 
Sinclair Lewis is not a third late 
novelist, and when his fourch con- 
secutive pot boiler is (to put the 
thing mercifully) a third rate 
book, it should be belaboured as 
such. , 

Lewis's theme has, for twenty 
years now, had to do with the 
stupidity of man. more specifically 
with the stupidity of the pot bel- 
lied American business man. Lewis 
has had the Nobel Prise for ex- 
cellent piodding of the Babbitts 
and for saying that the Babbitts 
are Babbitts. At first he simply 
prodded them, but apparently now 
he has come to love them. He is 
no longer pointing out the errors 
of the business man's creed. Di- 
stend he is offering the business 
man a homespun philosophy and 
some hope for his soul. He is 
saying to Cornplow, "Of course, 
oM man, you aie stupid, but it is 
no matter, because so is eve r yo ne 
else. And besides there is a cer- 
tain dignity in stupidity. And in 
the escape from it, there is hero- 



all you have to do is get out of the 
rut of routine, make a Journey to 
Samarkand. You may even have 
a return ticket if you like. 

The theme is, in short, unin- 
spired. But the mechanics of the 
composition, the plot, the charac- 
terization are no better. The story 
concerns the fight of the man 
Cornplow with his children. His 
children represent the enlighten- 
ed youth of today. One of them 
is a daughter with Communist 
leanings, the other a good-for- 
nothing college lad, a potential' 
drunkard. For their purposes, the 
ideal parent is the plodding Bab- 
bitt, uninspired: a purse and an 
anchor. Cornplow wants freedom, 
an escape from the Babbittiy that 
his children want to chain him to. 
Somehow Lewis and Cornplow 
persuade themselves that the 
effort on the part of the children 
can be foiled simply by a sever- 
ance of ties, an abandonment of 
the office, a trip to Europe, and 
the dependence for a while of the 
children on themselves. Gone Vis 
Lewis's deft, illuminating charac- 
terization. Gone his iiony. Gone 
his instinct for climax and anti- 
climax. Gone everything thai. 
seemed worth saving for a mag- 
num opus some day. 



"The Prodigal Parents" should 
unquestionably be a best seller. 
The author's name, the sentiment- 
ality of the book, and the taste 



of the American reading public all 
guarantee good sales. This is a 
pity, too, because the book is no 
good, and because Lewis could 
once write a better 005.

In "The Tyranny^ of 
Words" Stuart Chase makes it 
plain that even the most Intelli- 
gent people cannot possibly under- 
stand each other because one 
phrase means one thing to one 
person, another to another.

There are certain States in 
Which' lynching will almost y6r- 
tainly never be wiped, out except 
through Fedeial legislation. We 
feel safe in that prediction, for 
we have analyzed the lynching 
statistics for the past five years' 
—the period during which South- 
ern filibusterers would have us be- 
lieve that matters have improved 
: so greatly. The analysis shows that 



that government, 56 black 
many of them wholly innocent of 
any crime, were murdered In five 
Southern States between 1933 and 
1937, in most cases with the con- 
nivance of- the authorities. 

Similarly, the synthetic uproar 
over the sacred rights of the 
States is hugely phony.

Then, too, there was need for a 
clinic where the new baby and 
mother mifilrt nave care after de- 
livery. Proper diet, feeding times, 
proper medicines when needed for 
mother and child before and after 
the birth of the baby were prob- 
lems for the underprivileged and 
poor. 

"Miss Blanche Webb, director 
of the King's Daughters activities, 
had long interested herself In tills 
problem! as had many Norfolk 
physicians. Cooperating with the 
Norfolk Health Department, the 
State Board of Health and the 
Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, the maternity 
center was established in 1935 In 
the basement of the Administra- 
tion Building on York Street, and 
the first clinic was held in March, 
1935 under the direction of Dr. 
Bentley Byrd and a group of ob- 
stetricians appointed by the Nor- 
folk County Medical Society. 

"The maternity center's one aim 
and purpose is to care for all in- 
digent obstetrical cases coming to 
its attention. No matter how poor 
the mother may be professional 
services are not refused. On the 
other hand no person financially 
able to pay the fees of a private 
physician can obtain help there. 
Is Teaching Center 

"The maternity center is also 
used as a teaching center for med- 
ical students in their fourth year 
at the University of Virginia, each 
graduating senior spending two 
weeks of his last year in Norfolk 
at the clinic in practical obstetri- 
cal training and experience. The 
young doctors-to-be have had full 
preliminary training and are fully 
equipped to handle with thorough- 
ness most of the problems that 
arise.

supervision of the group of ob- 
stetricians composing the staff of 
the center. The student doctors 
take charge of the various cases, 
making deliveries and continuing 
post-natal care of the mother. In 
addition, the Public Health Hos- 
pital on Hampton Boulevard is 
much interested in the work, and 
the doctors attached thereto are. 
frequently called in case of emer- 
gency. 

"The work has grown rapidly.. 
Five nurses now complete the 
staff. Extra nurses have been as- 
signed for this service by the 
WPA. The City of Norfolk fur- 
nishes transportation to the doc- 
tors and nurses on call by radio 
car. . 

"Normal cases are delivered in 
the homes by the student doctors, 
public health doctors and nurses. 
But if for any reason abnormal or 
difficult births are anticipated, 
such are sent to one of the local 
hospitals where free beds are 
arranged. 

Competent Care 

"The service begins with the 
first visit made to the clinic by 
the expectant mother. She comes 
to the clinic twice a month there- 
after until her baby is born. The 
baby is then turned over to the 
children's clinic and the mother

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Agronomist Says Experiment 
Station's Service Should Be 
More Widely Used 

Farmers who expect to compete 
successfully with their neighbors 
must produce crops " more eco- 
nomically than the aveiage farm- 
er in the state is now doing, W. 
H. Byrne, Agronomist of the Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Extension Ser- 
vice told members of the Virginia 
Crop Improvement Association at 
its annual meeting in Farmville. 

The farmer who is not prod- 
ucing more per acre than the av- 
erage yield in the state, is not only 
losing his profit, but in many In- 
stances is not making the cost of 
production," Mr. Byrne said. 
Good Seed Advocated 

For economical production, 
fanners must use good seed, Im- 

•ove the fertility of the soil 
Judicious use of fertilizer, lime 
and systematic crop rotations, and, 
make efforts to control erosion, it 
was explained. 

"Cfood seed represents one 
the smallest outlays in the cost 
of producing crops," Mr. Byrne 
JmrtntoA out. "Yet the farmer pays 
less attention to the kind of seed 
used than any other factor in crop 
production." 

The trouble, Mr. Byrne believes 
Ilea in the lack of appreciation of 
good seed by the farmers. Seed, 
Certified by the V. P. I. Experi- 
T N^ent Station Station at Blacks- 
burg, Is free from disease, adap- 
table, and effective in yielding 
ability, yet f aimers are • not tak- 
ing advantage of the service, he 
said. 

Increased Yields 

It was explained that the re- 
sults of tests made by a group of 
farmers with com and wheat 
showed that certified wheat out- 
yielded ordinary wheat by 6 5 
bushels per acre, or a 23 percent 
Increase, and that certified corn 
outyielded ordinary corn by 5.6 
bushels per acre, an 18 percent in- 
crease. 

It was revealed that with these 
increased yields and the present 
cost of certified seed and selling 
prices of these grains, the wheat 
and corn seeding gave 286 percent 
on the investment In certified seed 
wheat and over 1,300 percent on 
the investment in certified seed 
corn.

Depressed Values Feared 

The opposition contended that 
the construction of the hotel 
would reduce realty values and 
make the area less desirable than 
at present as a residential area 
Once commercialization was in.

ate vicinity of the hotel, so fur- 
ther depressing the value of the 
developed homesites. More than 
$500,000.00 had been spent by the 
residents, it was contended. 

The proposed hotel was cited as 
4 nuisance. It would create, a 
traffic hazard, the spokesmen con. 
tinued, and" the whole venture was 
cited as extremely unwelcome to 
many residents. Some, it was as- 
serted, would move away in the 
event that the hotel was built.

Horace K Dickson, Manager Of 
the Norfolk Field Office, an- 
nounced yesterday. Formerly du- 
plicates of account number card*, 
issued to connection with the Fed- 
eral Old-Age Insurance program, 
could be obtained only from 
Washington. The Board has now 
Instructed field office managers 
to issue duplicates to workers who 
have lost their cards provided the 
worker can furnish a record of 
his account number and other 
adequate identification. *'. 

This service to workers who 
have lost their cards has been 
established to help them obtain 
employment.

They seem slow 
and faulty. But - most good hu- 
man patterns of conduct are laid 
down by patient living, taking up 
each problem as it arises and 
settling it with the best fairness 
and wisdom that one can bring. 

As Mrs. Roosevelt summarizes 
t in her thoughtful volume: 

"I would have people begin at 
home to discover for themselves 
the meaning of brotherly love. A 
friend of mine wrote me the other 
day thai she wondered what 
would happen if occasionally a 
member of Congress got up and 
mentioned In the House the ex- 
istence of brotherly love. You 
laugh, it seems fantastic, but this 
subject will, I am sure, have to be 
dlcussed" throughout the world 
for many years before it becomes 
an accepted rule. We will have 
to want peace, want it enough to 
pay for it, pay for it in our own 
behavior and in material ways. We 
will have to want it enough to 
overcome our lethargy' and go 
out and find all those In other 
countries who want it as much as 
we do. Sometime we must begin, 
for where there is no beginning 
theie is no end, and if we hope 
to see the preservation of our 
civilization, if we believe that 
there is anything worthy of per- 
petuation in What we have built 
thus far, then our people must 
turn to brotherly love, not as a

THE PAGEANT SINGS ITS SWAN SONG 

It is not without considerable regret that we announce this week 
the abandonment of plans for the staging of the Pageant of the Sea 
at Virginia Beach this summer. The opportunities for the promo, 
tion of the Beach inherent to the plans as outlined! surpassed to an 
incalculable degree any and all other schemes that have come to our 
attention to recent years, and, because the Beach never needed In- 
tensive outside promotion as it does at this time, our disappointment 
over the failure of the program is the greater. 

The chief reason for the recommendation that the pageant plans 
be abandoned lay. of course, to the failure of the sponsors to con- 
vince local business interests that sufficient financial return could be 
assured from* the small investment that they were asked to make. As 
the survey moved on to its conclusion, the chief consideration of those 
whose help was sought centered about the "what's-in-lt-for-me" 
theme, and, since no worthwhile undertaking can be assured when 
this Is the main theme of its supporters, the idea of pressing the pro- 
ject further was both distasteful and unwise. 

The survey Indicated that the required $15,000.00 could be raised 
locally if sufficient time were to be had. To the everlasting credit 
of Beach business interests, it must be said that no individual who 
was approached refused to support the project, even though such 
support was less than had been anticipated and was grudgingly given 
In some Instances. What shook the faith of the sponsors was, simply, 
the lack of desire on the part of many persons to visualize the possi- 
bilities inherent in the pageant plans. 

However, some considerable good has come from this community 
endeavor, even though the main goal was defeated. We have found 
that there is developing among a majority of the responsible business 
organizations the ceitain belief that future Beach progress depends 
upon cooperative effort. True, a small group of men and women 
have preached this lesson for many years, but never has the response 
been as unified and as general as that which met the recent survey. 
With this start, we may look confidently to the future, for, while 
such seeds of cooperation take long to sow and must be nurtured 
carefully, the harvest is well worth the effort. \ 

Some time in the future, perhaps, when the Beach is more respon- 
sive to those measures which seek the enhancement of this community 
as a unit, there will be discussions of another such venture as was 
proposed for this summer season. We shall be pleased to aid such a 
movement in any way possible— barring the actual promotion of the 
Idea, for we have sworn off such future effort-— and we shall antici- 
pate its successful conclusion. 

Those few who worked diligently to promote a general acceptance 
of the idea are deserving of sincere praise for their actions. Much of 
the support that was given came as a direct consequence of their in- 
terest and, had the group been larger, the pageant would now be 
assured. To them, as to us, the swan song is a matter of real regret.

Gradually he overcame 
the myth of "Cape Non", a spot 
| on the West African coast beyond 
which boiling waters would melt 
the oakum out of a ship's seams, 
the scorching air would set fire 
to planks and sails and the sun 
would bum every man as black as 
a negro. 

Prince Henry died before the 
Cape of Good Hope had been 
rounded; a few years later Port- 
ugal had taken possession of the 
spice islands, and the riches of 
the East followed Bartholomeu 
Dias and Vasco da Oarna home. 
The method the Portuguese used 
was one which has been followed 
by every expanding nation since: 
The natives were approached fot 
friendly exchange of goods; trad- 
ing stations were established; sol 
diers were sent to protect the 
trading stations; the terrible 
white-sailed ciaft appeared out of 
the ocean one day in greater 
numbers than before, and the 
seizure was completed. 

Ferdinand Magellan was an ob- 
scure and mysterious sailor who 
assisted in these enterprises. His 
heroic behavior gained him men. 
tlon in the records, but little ad- 
vancement. A stubborn and taci 
turn man he was. Zweig gives a 
conflicting report of his character 
but Magellan emerges as a man 
who acted with superb daring 
after cold calculation. He had 
patience but he scorned tact. This 
characteristic explains his failure 
to sell his plan for discovering a 
Western trade route to a Por- 
tuguese king who already had 
spurned his claims to notice. 

Magellan's scheme was based 
on an error. In the royal library 
he had discovered Information 
about a "paso" from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific on the fortieth par. 
allel of south latitude. This mis- 
conception, as we know now, was 
brought home by sailors who had 
blundered into the vast estuary of 
the Orinoco— but Magellan's faith 
In it enabled him to sell it to the 
King of Spain. Magellan's leal- 
ization of this mistake, far in un- 
known waters with mutiny brew- 
ing aboard his ships, and the later 
instant of discovery, in the for. 
bidding, masked straits which now 
bear his name, are moments un- 
surpassed' hi the experience of 
man. Not even a wordy, moral, 
izing style can keep such things 



fiom emerging. 

Perhaps the element which 
saves the story is Zweig's honest 
interest in it. Even when he is 
debating the right or wrong of 
some action of Magellan's.^ there 
is a speculative quality in Zweig's 
treatment which prevents the sus- 
pense from breaking. The one un- 
avoidable conclusion about the 
workmanship or the .book, how- 
ever, is that its bland inconsisten- 
cies result from a sadly to- 
complete digestion of material.

He 
tells of the despair and irritation 
that come to men when they are 
Ice-bound, and of the abnoimal 
things men may do when sub- 
jected to circumstances too differ- 
ent from the dally lot of men. He 
is equally revealing about him- 
self— and about Father, who had 
made so much money that he 
wished his son to give up this 
bolsv foolishness and (become 
what good sons of wealthy people 
become. There Is Almost too much 
about Ellsworth in "Far Hor- 
izons", perhaps because the au- 
thor contracted with a publication 
for, 70,000 words, not realizing 
that 70,000 words is a book. Never, 
theless, in spite of this and minor 
errors, the story is worth it.

the year we must depend largely 
for income upon our convention 
business, this source of revenue 
was also affected by general con- 
ditions, as conventions that we 
had booked did not develop any- 
where near the attendance that 
these organizations had antici- 
pated. 

"The geneial slump in business 
began to make itself felt in July 
and August, as our revenue indi- 
cates that during these two 
months on food, beverage and 
rooms there was a falling off in 
gross business of something in 
excess of $20,000. While it is not 
possible to make very drastic cuts 
in operating expenses at that par- 
ticular season of the year, every 
effott was put forth to reduce ex- 
penses to a minimum. 

"We feel that having ended the 
year with a net profit, before de- 
preciation, after the payment of 
all charges and having paid $20,- 
000 into the sinking fund, there- 
by reducing the first mortgage 
bonds by this amount, at the 
same time having been able to 
take care of the necessary im- 
provements to the propeity, that 
the results for the year reflected 
a satisfactory condition.

CHILDREN FACE LOSS OF STO; 
APPEAL MADE FOR ASSISTANCE 

By Pay V. Bailey, Superintendent, 
Department ef Public Welfare 

The present and most pressing problem in the C family - 
seven motherless and fatherless children— is the probable loss of 
their cook stove. It was bought by their father just before his 
death at Christmas "time. This stove, a heatrola and roofing for* 
the house, were bought on a conditional sales contract which 
takes no cognizance of the poor low forbidding the removal of 
furniture absolutely essential to living. The creditor's claim 
amounts to $01.00, but he is willing to compromise, because of the 
"deplorable condition of the children," for $35.00 if this amount 
can be guaranteed. 

The family is composed of seven children: 
Girls' ague—It, 17, 8, 0. 
Boys ages— 11, 4, 3. 

The paternal grandmother will Join the group in a short 
tune. The mother died in 1030, just about a year before the 
father. 

The social worker's first visit to the home gave a picture of 
a clean house, a warm room scantily furnished, an empty larder, 
nicely ironed, clean little dresses hanging to dry on a line above H*..,. 
the cook stove. ' This same stove, now in jeopardy, was listed with 
the house and lot as the only physical assets. 

There was another priceless asset: the relationship between 
the members of the gioup, that Is, the attitude of protection and 
affection of the two older girls for the younger children, and 
the feeling of confidence manifested by the little ones for their 
big sisters. This and the fact that their antecedents are good, 
convinced the worker that a definite and determined effoit 
should be made to keep the family together! 

The first threat to their carrying on as an entity is the pros. 
pect of the loss of their cook stove. -

1886 In the fall of 1886 the 
first circles of the King's Daugh-

Christian Huygens, about 1685, 
was said to be the first to sug- 
gest that light traveled in waves 
from its source like the circles 
that spread on the surface of a 
pond* when a stone is tossed into 
the water. 

The wave lengths of light have 
been exactly measured and are 
known to be between .000040 and 
.000080 centimeters. Each separ- 
ate color in the visible spectrum 
has its own distinctive wave- 
length. We know now that radio 
waves that carry broadcasts into, 
ordinary home radio receivers 
are 100 million times longer than 
light waves.

In toe same 
field Planck of Germany evolved 
the "quantum theory" which con- 
cents the liberation of electro- 
magnetic energy brought about 
by energy chances within the 
atom itself.

All 
lenses absorb some light. The 
finest white crown glass spectacle 
absorbs but a fractional amount 
of each color in the spectrum 
Soft -Light lenses perfected thirty 
years ago are similar in. this re- 
spect. They absorb a larger 
amount of light than colorless 
glass, filtering evenly from each 
color band of the spectrum. Thus 
they protect toe wearer from 
overbnghtness and to addition 
permit undistorted color vision. 

Glass that characteristically 
a bsorbs one or more distinct 
color bands in the spectrum con- 
stantly distorts vision. Exam- 
ples are the green glass shield 
and -goggles Of the welder so es- 
sential to his craft and the ordi- 
nary goggles of toe motorist and 
aim bather.

"figures compiled by the State 
Department of Health for the past 
Are years indicate that deaths 
from pneumonia steadily arc in- 
creasing. Hales from twenty-five 
of age upwards show the highest 
sublet ability "to this disease. The 
Incidence among females in the 
same age bracket also Is very high. 

'It is fortunate that science has 
developed a specific serum for the 
treatment of certain types of 
pneumonia. It has been proven 
that this serum therapy mater- 
ially reduces the chances of 
deaths from pneumonia, only, 
however, if the disease is diagnos- 
ed eaily by the physician, the 
type of pneumonia ascertained, 
the serum for the particular type 
administered, and last but by no 
means least, competent nursing 
service rendered. 

Serum Treatment Available 

"Incidentally, while the types 
of sera thus far developed do not 
cover all types of pneumonia, ef- 
fective serum treatment now is 
available for its more common 
manifestations. 

"Thus it appears that by calling 
the physician early and promptly 
applying modern treatment, pneu- 
monia's power definitely can be 
lessened. Science stands ready to 
do its part. But it is necessary 
that the public cooperate more 
fully, if this objective is to be at- 
tained."

State Health groups are pre- 
senting a united front to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, now in session, 
with the hope of giving Virginia 
an adequate program for the con- 
tiol and cure of tuberculosis. 

In order to Join hands with the 
State Health Department, the 
Virginia Tuberculosis Association 
has modified its six-point program 
and gotten squarely behind State 
Health Commissioner 1 C. Rlggln's 
request for funds for the improve, 
ment of sanatoria and also pro. 
vision for pneumothorax and 
other surgical facilities for the 
treatment of the disease. 
Added Beds Sought 

Addressing a Joint session of the 
Senate Finance Committee and 
House Appioprtatlons Committee, 
Senator Morton O. Ooode, who 
with Senator Robert W. Daniel, 
had sponsored a bill to provide for 
a new $250,000 sanatorium in 
southsidje Virginia, announced 
that the association would aban- 
don this request in the hope that 
the legislature would authorize 
the addition of 200 beds at Pied- 
mont Sanatorium for Negroes -at 
Burkeville, increase the subsidy to 
local sanatoria and provide sur- 
gical aid for indigent patients. It 
was felt that this would meet to 
a considerable extent the need for 
beds for the treatment of tuber- 
culous Negroes who constitute a 
huge part of the population in the 
southeastern section where the as- 
sociation's survey disclosed such 
a high tuberculosis mortality. Dr. 
Rlggin already had advocated an 
addition of 100 beds at Piedmont, 
and welcomed the other measures. 

Further, the spokesman for the 
association supported the pro- 
posed appropriations requested by 
the Health Commissioner for Blue 
Ridge and Catawba Sanatoria, 



which will request an 160 addi- 
tional beds, making a total of 770 
beds at those institutions. 

J. Vaughan Gary, vice-president 
of the association, made the 
appeal for an increase in the State 
subsidy for local sanatoria at 
Richmond, Norfolk, Danville and 
the Tidewater Victory Memorial 
Hospital fiom $34,000 to $100,000. 
which was declared toy Mr, Gary a 
minimum to meet State obliga- 
tions to these local sanatoria. This 
increased subsidy to local sana- 
toria, together with additional 
beds at Blue Ridge and Catawba 
.would increase the hospitalisation 
acilities for white patients in the 
areas of greatest need. 

An appropriation of $50,000 to 
provide for an enlarged program 
Of collapse therapy also was 
aught by Thomas C. Boushall of 
he Virginia Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, and Dr. Rlggin Indicated 
le would welcome this fund and 
idminlster it through the san- 
itaria and accredited hospitals in 
all parts of the State. It would 
be used primarily to pay for pneu- 
mothorax, thoracoplasties and 
other surgical treatment of indi- 
gent patients, thereby • enabling 
department to extend Its facilities 
for these modern treatments of 
the disease. 

Deeply concerned with Virginia's 
need for additional funds, the as- 
sociation's survey committee is 
leaving no stone unturned to show 
the law makers the necessity for 
enlarged appropriations for an 
adequate control program. Sen- 
ators Morton G. Goode of Din- 
widdle County and Robert w. 
Daniel of Prince George County 
are patrons of the additional ap- 
propriation measures approved by 
the Tuberculosis Association and 
the Health Department.

Flicke.ing lights flashed over 
Havana Harbor where the U. S. 
B. Maine toy st anchor on the 
night of February IS, 1898. Over 
the quiet reaches of the bay came 
the musical notes of "Taps.*' de- 
stined never again to be sounded 
by a young marine who was per- 
forming hi* last official duties for 
the day. 

Suddenly a teirlflc explosion air 
but tore the vessel apart, while 
death, agony, flames and smoke 
took command. More than 260 
lives were snuffed out, but the 
living who remained on the decks 
of the doomed ship displayed re- 
markable discipline and order. 

At the time of the explosion 
Private William Anthony, of the 
U. S. Marinas, was the orderly of 
Captain Charles D. Sigsbee who 
was la his cabin. The lights were 
Immediately obscured and the 
compartment filled with smoke. 
There was Immediate and intense 
darkness. 

Fully aware that the ship was 
about to sink, Anthony rushed 
from the comparative safety of 
the open deck into the darkened 
passage of the doomed vessel to 
find his captain. Every instinct of 
the man urged him to seek his 
own safety. The call to duty 
proved stronger. He gioped his 
way to Captain Sigsbee and said: 
"Sir. I have to report that the 
ship has been blown up and is 
sinking." 

Discipline was superb. Maga- 
zines were flooded, boats which 
remained were lowered and every 
able-bodied member of the crew 
did his pait, even though threat- 



ening flames and minor explosion* 
stiU harassed the vessel. When the 
ship was finally aband on ed the 
Stars and Stripes was raised over 
the shattered hulk. 

Courageous men responded to 
the emergency even as they did 
during the bombing of the Ulfated 
Panay in China, and for long 
afterward "Remember the Maine" 
was a national slogan.

Two hundred and twenty-ons 
'newspapers, according to the N. 
W. Ayer and Son's annual news- 
paper directory for 1938, died in 
the United States last year, of 
which 176 weie classified as coun- 
try weeklies. This high mortality 
rate, which has been to evidence 
for several years, may be attri- 
buted to two major causes: in- 
creasing production costs, and 
quick communications and trans- 
portation that enable- -eity news- 
papers to compete more exten- 
sively with the small local Jour- 
nals. 

Yet, in spite of such mortality, 
the small newspaper, particularly 
the country weekly, remains in an 
unique spot so far as American 
Journalism is concerned. Report-

Many men have chronicled the 
doings of Bioadway and its ha- 
bitues, but none has ever kept 
pace with the first columnist of 
the giddy street, O. O— the Very 
Odd— Mtelntyre.

As he 
drove through its ill-lit streets at 
night, safe and secure In his lim 
ousine, he imagined what might 
be going on behind the closed 
doors, and these imaginings are 
"gospel" so far as many of his 
readers were concerned. The Al- 
gonquin Hotel, for many years a 
rendezvous f oi those who followed 
the arts, was a most exciting place 
to him, for here he saw the glam- 
our girls and boys of the movies 
and the stage, the writers whose 
characters the boys and girls por- 
trayed, and the enthusiasms en- 
gendered by such contacts weie 
broadcast far and wide.

Dear Sir: What the farmer 
thinks of the present bill designed 
to limit the length of freight 
trains is a matter that has been 
given scant consideratioa by the 
press. I beg leave to piesent to 
your readers a few thoughts on 
this subject, as they have been 
presented by outstanding farm 
leaders: 

The National Grange, the Am- 
erican Farm Bureau Federation, 
many organizations of farmeis in- 
terested in particular products, 
and numerous state and local or- 
ganisations of farmers have re- 
cently expressed'vtgorous opposi- 
tion to the passage of Senate Bill 
69, to force the railroads to run 
shorter trains. The bill has al- 
ready passed the Senate, and is 
now being considered by the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington. 

Resolutions opposing the pass- 
age of S. 69, to limit the number 
of cars in a freight train to seven- 
ty, have been based on lecogni- 
tion of these facts: 

That the bill is not a safety 
measure, as claimed, but actually 
would increase the risk of acci- 
dent, especially at grade cross- 
ings. 

That such a law would impair 
the dependable rail service upon 
which agriculture so largely de- 
pends. 

That it would add unnecessar- 
ily to the cost of producing our 
necessaiy transportation. 

That It would halt future pro- 
gress in rail service and reduc- 
tion in rail costs. 

That, in short, the proposal 
simply dpes hot make sense— any 
more than it would make 
sense to compel the farmer who 
might own a powerful tiactor or a 
fine double team to hitch behind 
them no more than one . little 
plow. 

American railroads, of late 
years, have equipped themselves 
to pull long freight trains and to 
pun them faster, more depend- 
ably, more safely. Because they 
have done so— and only because of 
that— they have been able to 
abolish the general car shortages 
which once plagued the farmer hi 
every good crop year. They have 
been able to keep pace, in a mea- 
sure, with rising prices, increas- 
ing wages and mounting taxes. 

To force railroads to cut down 
'the length of their trains, so as 
to make them run more tiains to 
fcaul the same number of cars, 
would mean that much of the 
great expenditure for the improve- 
ments which made today's excel- 
lent service possible would go to 
waste. 

Such a law' would add not less 
than $100 000,000 a year unneces- 
sarily, to the cost of running the 
raikoads. ' . 

ft would force railroads to in- 
vest hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of capital in rearranging faci- 
lities. 

It would make impossible fur- 
ther progress toward lower real 
costs through greater efficiency. 

And all this unnecessary added 
cost — which, in the end, must be 
met by those who use the rail- 
roads—would accomplish no good 
purpose. It would not add to 
railroad safety, but would in- 

wvww all PH— 
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prove railroad service, but would 
impair it; it would not reduce 
railroad costs, but would add to 
them. 

It might be thought that 
bill would not greatly af fee 
roads because the average nu 
of cars in a train is less 
seventy— forty-seven cars, In 
But freight is not hauled in 
tistically averaged trains, 
hauled in actual trj 
short, some long, according to the 
needs of the traffic to be served. 
Piactlcally every railroad runs 
trains more than seventy cars 
long. In faet, about half of the 
total rail freight business of the 
country Is moved in such trains. 

And those are. in many cases. 



the trains in which farmers have 
the greatest direct Interest — the 
long tiains which made it possible 
to handle the winter wheat crop 
of the past year with record 
smoothness, for example; or that 
'move the great perishable crops 
to distant markets; or that bring 
fuel and supplies to the farming 
legions. To force the railroads to 
cut down those trains, Just to 
"make work" for certain classes 
of railroad employees, would be 
the real effect of the passage of 
Senate Bill 69. 

Another thing of direct interest 
to farmers is the matter oi acci- 
dents at grade ciossings, today the 
most numerous and most serious 
class of accidents from the run- 
ning of railroad trains. For every 
million miles run by railroad 
trains, theie are approximately

sion "that from the standpoint of 
safety to the public; to travellers 
on railroads; and to railroad em- 
ployees, the Nevada train limit 
law has no reasonable relation to 
safety but if enforced would im- 
pair the safety of the present 
method of operation in Nevada. 

"The frequency of . . . accidents 
Is directly related to the number 
of train units operated and when 
more train units are run than are 
necessary to handle a given 
amount of traffic the hazard of 
accidents in handling such traffic 
is correspondingly inci eased." 

But a bill which proposes to 
establish such a law for all the 
railroads in the United States has 
already passed the Senate, and is 
now being considered by the In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives—as a safety measure!

Claims for lump-sum payments 
under the old-age insurance plan 
of the ' Social Seem ity Act were 
certified during* January at the 
rate of 15.7 per working day in 
Virginia, Horsce-K. Dickson^inam 
ager of the Norfolk Field Othce 
of the Social 'Security Board, an- 
nounced this week. During Jan- 
uary, a total of $9,409.13 was 
ceitified for payment to 392 
claimants — workers who reached 
the age of 65 and the estates o£ 
workers who died. The average 
amount of each payment was 
$24.00, a very appreciable in- 
crease over the ayerageVclaim 
paid six months ago. 

Throughout the country during 
Januaiy a total of $745,691 was 
certified for payment to 23,538 
claimants. The average amount of 
each claim was $31.68 or almost 
double the average of $17.00 for 
all claims paid up to the end of 
last August. 

New York Leads 

Pennsylvania with 2,929 headed 
the list in number of claims certi- 
fied, but the greatest amount of 
money went to New York where 
$97,175 was distributed among 2,- 
768 claimants. The State with the 
highest average — $39.24— was New 
Jeisey, where 1,144 claims were, 
certified. 

The largest claim that has been 
certified went to an employee who 
reached the age of. 65. He received 
a lump-sum payment in January 
of $525. The largest death claim 
certified was for $420. <

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration program under the amend- 
ed law, signed by Prenident 
Roosevelt on Thursday, Febiuary 
3, 1938, is designed to assist famil- 
ies of moderate means to obtain 
adequate and decent housing on 
the most favorable terms .in the 
history of the country. 

In the language of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, it is intended "to utilize the 
best available means for achiev- 
ing a sustained long term resident- 
ial construction program with a 
minimum expendituie of ^federal 
funds and a maximum reliance 
upon private business enterprise/' 

It deals solely with projects and 
mortgages that are considered 
economically sound. It is design- 
ed to be largely self sustaining 
through the operation of a federal 
mortgage Insurance system) which 
has been caief ully established and 
successfully operated since 1934. 

The Housing Administration is 
authorised to insure a total of $2,- 
000,000,808 outstanding at any 
one Ume and with the approval 
of the President this amount may 
be increased to $3,000,000,000. 

"This program," said Adminis- 
trator Stewart McDonald, "should 
prove a stimulus to the construc- 
tion industty but too much should 
not be expected of it at once. The 
machinery Is here for the govern, 
ment to do its part. The success 
of the program in the long; run, 
however, depends upon the whole, 
hearted, voluntary cooperation of 
private capital and private indus- 
tty, by which I mean the lending 
institutions, the material and 
equipment manufacturers and dis- 
tributors, the builders and devel- 
opers, and labor."

The insurance premium in the 
future will be based upon the out- 
standing balance instead of the 
original face value of the mort- 
gage as provided in the old law. 

Elimination of the annual ser- 
vice chaige and the reduced cost 
of the mortgage insurance will re- 
present a maximum saving of ap- 
proximately one percent per an- 
num to home builders and buyers 
on newly constiucted houses 
carrying mortgages of $5,400 or 
less. On all other insurable mort- 
gages the saving will be approxi- 
mately three-fourths of one per 
cent per annum. 

On newly constructed houses 
appraised at $6,000 or less, the 
minimum permissible down pay- 
ment or equity requirement will 
be reduced from twenty percent 
to ten percent. Thus, on a $6,000 
newly constructed house, the min- 
imum down payment would be 
$600 and the maximum insurable 
mortgage would be $5,400, repi 
sen ting ninety peicent of the 
praised value. 

On newly constructed houses 
appraised at $10,000 or less, the 
insurable limit will be ninety, 
percent of the appraised value up 
to $6,000 plus eighty percent of 
the appraised value above 86,000. 
For example, on a newly con- 
structed $10,000 house the mini- 
mum down payment would be 81,- 
400 and the insurable mortgage 
limit would be $8,600. On all other 
homes housing from one to four 
families, the insurable mortgage 
limit will remain at eighty per- 
cent of the appraisal value, but 
not in excess of $16,008 under any 
circumstances.

Under the amended law, the 
multi-family and group housing 
program is divided into two main 
parts, one designed to promote 
construction of large scale pro. 
jects covered by mortgages up to 
$5,060,000 and the other to en- 
courage budding of stealer devel- 
opments covered by mortgages 
ranging from $16,000 to $200,000. 

An importan tfeatare of the new 
program Is the provision for in- 
suring mortgages not only on 
multi-family structures, but also 
upon developments consisting of 
single family huoses. Under this 
oiovision it will be possible for 
developers to /tbtrin banket 
mortgage financing. Including 
funds advanced for construction, 
on groups of single family houses 
and then sell thr n on c onvenient 
payment plans or rent them as 
they seettt.

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration large scale housing pro- 
gram should not be confused with 
the slum clearance and govern- 
ment subsidy program of the 
United States Housing Authority. 
It is aimed primarily to promote 
the construction of housing facili- 
ties for wage earning and salaiied 
families who by prfeerence or 
necessity live in rented dwellings.

for their safety insofar as the op- 
eration of his car is concerned. 
This responsibility is no idle 
threat as figures on damage suits 
will show. Hundreds of motorists 
each year face large claims filed 
by persons who were being be- 
friended by those very motorists. 
To quote a Calif oinia court: "As 
the useioflautomobilea (became al- 
most universal, the proverbial in- 
gratitude of the dog that bites 
the hand that feeds him, found a 
counterpart in the many cases 
that arose, where generous drivers 
having offered rides to guests, 
later found themselves defendants 
in cases that often turned upon 
close questions of negligence." 

Twenty-six states have freed 
their motorists from such unjusti- 
fied responsibility by the enact, 
ment of guest laws. Now. Senator 
W. Stuart Moffett, of Augusta 
County, has proposed a similar 
law for Virginia. 

The operation- of the laws in 
those states has shown that many 
fraudulent claims against auto, 
mobile owners no longer have the 
chance to originate, perjury and 
collusion are less evident In dam. 
age suits and unscrupulous law- 
yers, known as "ambulance chas- 
ers", have had their activities 
severely curtailed. 

Senator Moffett's biU. if made 
law, will mean that the gener- 
osity of Virginia automobile own. 
ers will not be exploited by those 
Of little conscience. For the un- 
insured automobile owner it will 
give relief from one of his most 
potential risks. For the man who 
carries automobile insurance It 
will bring lower premiums. In 
states which have strong guest 
laws motorists obtain discounts 
for omitting this coverage. Vir- 
ginia Is sunounded by states 
Which allow the issuance of po- 
licies not covering guests, with 
fifteen per cent lower premiums. 
These states include Tennessee. 
Kentucky. West Virginia. Mary. 
land and the District of Columbia.

he is boin, when his mother enters 
the pre-natal clinic, so assuring 
for Mm a safe birth under the 
best medical and nursing care to 
be obtained in this area in the 
maternity center. After he is 
born, the viiftttng nurse service 
goes to the mothei and child and 
cares for them until the mother is 
able to leave her bed. 

Expert Services Available 
At six weeks or earlier the child 
Is brought into the clinic where 
he receives expert attention. If 
he comes to the clinic for tieat- 
ment and his condition is unsatis- 
factory or he is not well enough 
to wait until the next clinic day 
and .yet not ill enough to remain 
in the hospital as a patient, the 
clinic nurse calls upon him at his 
home. 

For instance, yesterday 15 
children came to the clinic with 
temperatures. This morning the 
clinic nurse is out checking up 
on them. She will see that they 
are not neglected and that they 
receive proper care. 

Various services are offered: 
dental, eye, ear, nose and throat, 
skin, mental, bone, venereal dis- 
ease and pediatrics. The physi- 
cians identified 'with the clinic 
are specialists in their particular 
lines of activity. ______ 

Thus the poor and needy chil- 
dren of Norfolk City and of 
Princess Anne and Norfolk coun- 
ties have only to ask and they will 
be received into this modern 
health center, where the health 
of the mother and child is the 
first and only consideration. It 
has been said of the institution 
that it is the only place where 
the child is the fiist considera- 
tion, regardless of race, creed or 
condition. To receive attention, 
the child need only be sick, 
crippled or poor.

What is the first thing that 
comes to your mind when the 
name of George Washington is 
mentioned? Undoubtedly you will 
give the same answer that most 
people would, namely cherries or 
a cherry tree. Since Washing- 
ton's birthday is observed the 
22nd of this month, most home- 
makers will be giving special 
thought to delicious chetry recipes 
they can serve on this occasion. 
Not that cherries do not enjoy 
year 'round popularity, but it is 
true that most folks seem to give 
special thought to them at this 
time of the year. 

Since cherries find so many 
uses in recipes during this season 



of the year, a brief description of 
several of the more popular types 
should prove interesting. Although 
there are a number of different 
varieties of cherries, all may be 
classed within two distinct groups 
— sweet* and sour. There are sev- 
eral methods used by canners in 
packing tfhdrries— watefr packed, 
syrup packed, and frozen. 

Another type of cherries which 
has become increasingly popular 
In recent years is tne maiaschino 
type of cherry. Today maraschino 
cherries not only are widely used 
by hotels, bars and restaurants. 
bakers, candy and ice cream 
manufacture! s, but a glass jar of 
maraschino cherries quite often 
figures prominently among the 
staple items the American house- 
wife keeps on hand in her pantry

The history of* the product, 
which goes back only about a half 
a century, is interesting. In almost 
every hilly section throughout 
Italy and the adjoining countries 
grows the Marasca cherry. The 
fruit is comparatively small, 
brownish red, the pulp soft and 
almost transparent, and of de- 
cidedly tart flavor. For 300 years 
the people have gathered it, 
bruised or macerated lit In water, 
added some honey, allowed it to 
ferment, then held it for a couple 
of years or more and distilled it. 
Tne result is a brandy or liquor 
with an outstanding and pleasing 
flavor. This liquor is called "Mar- 
aschino" and as the city of Zara 
(Italian Dalmatia) is the place 
where its manufacture grew 
throughout many years into vast 
industrial production, it is often 
referred to as ' "Maraschino of 
Zara." A small quantity of Mar. 
aschino imparts its distinctive 
qualities to a much larger volume 
of food or beverage. 

The people in the same region 
grow a white sweet cherry and 
in putting it up in theu\ homes, a 
trace of Maiaschino was added to 
heighten the flavor. One step led 
to another until the fruit was 
treated with a pure food color and 
the product became known as the 
Maraschino cherry. Prior to 1900, 
all Maraschino Cherries were im- 
ported Into this country hi the 
finished package, but about that 
time a change was made to bring- 
ing in the white cherries hi brine 
and completing the manufactur- 
ing operations in local plants. In 
1012, meal packers began experi- 
menting with the preparation of 
the Western Sweet Royal Anne 
Cheirtes and other varieties, until 
the technique was mastered and 
today virtually all Maraschino 
Cherries ate grown in orchards tat 
this country. , 

Briefly, the Maraschino Cherry 
is a huge, white sweet cherry, 
picked at maturity and carefully 
packed in a brine to prevent bruis- 
ing and to hold until it can be 
pitted. Then the brine is washed 
out, the ch erries graded for siee, 
colored with an approved food 
color and packed hi a moderately 
heavy sytup with flavor added. 
Every step In the manufacture is 
under laboratory control. With the 
exception of the fruit used in 
large operations, as the making 
3f chocolate cherries by candy 
manufacturers and the cherries 
used by ice cream manufacturers, 
the packing is done in glass, since 
seeing the contents of the Jarpro- 
duces a strong suggestion for its 
use. 

The following recipe for a 
Cherry Log will make a most ap- 
propriate dessert for you to pre- 
pare for Washington's birthday. 
No^doubt your family will enjoy 
it so much that it will soon become 
a favorite in your home. 

CHERRY LOG 
Filling 

2 cups sour pitted red cherries 
2-3 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons butter 

3 tablespoons com starch 
Diain juice from cherries, add 

sugar; heat to boiling pcfttt. Add 



Cake Recipe 

1 5 oz. bottle 
Cherries 

2 eggs well beaten 
cup sugar 
cup pastry flour 

1-2 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-2 cup hot milk 

1-2 teaspoon lemon extract 
Beat eggs until light yellow and 
creamy — add sugar and continue 
beating. Sift together dry Ingredi- 
ents; add to egg mixture and beat 
again. Add hot milk and flavoring. 
Pour into baking pan, bake at 350 
degrees until light to the touch 
and evenly browned. Prepare a 
sponge cake by above reciper-bake 
in jelly roll pan, bottom of which 
has been covered with paper and 
buttered. When cake Is done, turn 
out of pan on wrapping paper 
sprinkled with powdered sugar- 
trim edges from cake— spread 
with cherry filling and roll like 
jelly roll. Tie paper in place 
around roll and allow to chill. 
When roll Is cold and firm, re- 
move paper and frost with favorite 
chocolate or vanilla frosting. Gar- 
nish with Maraschino Cherries.

entered Norfolk about SO years 
ago— on September, 1, 1858 — with 
the construction of the Noffolk 
Sc Petersburg Railioad. operating 
between these two points for 
which it was named. It was the 
first successful railroad to build 
into the city, and described by 
officials as one of the most im- 
portant predecessor units of the 
system. 

Tne City Point Railroad, from 
which grew the present Norfolk 
and Western system, was a pri. 
mitive little nine-mile line be- 
tween Petersburg and City Point. 
It was placed In operation on 
September 7, 1838. 

The first carload of coal haul- 
ed over the Norfolk and Western 
and the first bi ought to Norfolk, 
arrived on March 17, 1883, amid 

great celebration. The railroad 
had already completed the port's 
first coal pier, a crude wooden 
structuie, which was located on 
the eastern branch of the Eliza, 
beth River near the present site 
of the Union Station, 

Coal Pier Constructed 

The first coal pier at Lamberts 
Point was constructed by the rail, 
road in 1884. Eight yeais later, 
the N. & W. built two warehouses 
at Water Street, its first Tide- 
water merchandise terminal. 

Prom these humble beginnings 
has grown a major trunk line sys- 
tem operating nearly 5,000 miles 
of track in six states— Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, 
Maryland, Ohio and Kentucky; 
The first crude coal pier and 
warehouses Uiave been developed 
into the N. & w.'s great modern 
coal and merchandise terminals 
at Lamberts Point. 

Vast Expansion Program 

Since 1925, the railroad has 
spent approximately $10,100,000 
for new facilities and betterments 
to its Tidewater terminals, includ- 
ing the construction of a new $1,. 
600,000 low.level lake type coal 
pier, placed In operation during 
1936; extension of merchandise 
piers, and the constiuction of 
pier warehouses. 

In 1929, the N. At W. toot over 
from the City of Norfolk the 
municipal piers and grain eleva- 
tor at Sewall Point, at a cost of 
approximately $5,461,000. The ac- 
quisition of these facilities, it was 
pointed out, relieved the city of a 
heavy financial burden and en- 
abled Norfolk to make a substant- 
ial reduction in the local tax rate 
and to carry put a number of 
needed civic improvements. 
Aids Local Dev elopmen t 

The progressive expansion of 
the Norfolk and Western's Tide, 
water facilities and the develop, 
ment of traffic through its ter- 
minals have been a vital factor 
in the growth of the city and the 
port. As much as 10,982,759 gross 
tons of coal have been dumped 
over the railroad's coal piers in a 
year, while approximately

As an industry, the Norfolk and 
Western last year paid to its local 
empJc-ees s total of approximately 
$1,825 000 in wages and salaries. 
The largest taxpayer in the com. 
munity, the N. & W.'s 1936 tax

The plan is concerned with the 
continuation of the soil conser- 
vation program, embodying the 
payment of cash benefits to per- 
suade farmers to desert the one* 
crop system and to cultivate soil-' 
conserving and soilbullding ciops. 
It seeks to eliminate the dangers 
of over-production by establishing 
marketing quotas and acreage al- 
lowances for nation, state, county 
and individual farm. The ever- 
normal granary plan sponsored by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
incorporated in the bill, provides 
for making loans to farmers to en- 
courage the storing of surplus 
harvests in good years for use in 

lean seasons. 

By establishing a fine balance 
between production and consump- 
tion, the sponsors believe that a 
uniform prosperity can be assured 
the farmer without inflicting any 
hardship upon the consumer. 
Theoretically, the plan is a good 
one. Whether or not it will work 
is a question for the future. 
Success for one or two of Its prin- 
ciples, should the others prove 
Impractical, will still be a valuable 
advance over previbus programs. 
Crop control is its first principle 
and one which the Times-Dis- 
patch, in keeping with other 
newspapers, believes is certain to 
survive in one legislative form' or 
another. Answering one argument 
advanced against the program, 
that it tends to regiment industry, 
that newspaper spoke as follows:

But, in spite of all this, the 
measure will be defeated because 
horse-racing, particularly when it 
is accompanied by betting, is "de- 
trimental to the morals of those 

who participate." That argument 
does nothing but produce a pro- 
digious yawn from us. As if leg- 
islation, or the lack of it, could

In the midst of national agitation for a minimum wage and hours 
law and similar economic proposals designed to raise the levels of liv- 
ing for many thousands of families that are never permitted to cross 
the line of genteel poverty, there is heard with unvarying monotony 
the old gag that there should be a differential between the mlnlmums 
imposed upon the north and south because "living conditions are 

cheaper below the Mason-Dixon line." 

We've heard this assertion so often that there have been times 
when we were inclined to believe it. Yet, when one examines care- 
fully into comparative statistics, nothing is found to bffurther from 
the truth. Standards of living for the average Individual vary with 
the community-wlth the lowest standards found to the so-called deep 
south-but there Is no appreciable difference to the actual cost of 
comparative conditions in any major city or country area to these 
United States. 

This fact is self-evident if we will but pursue an Intelligent inquiry. 
The major portion of the average family's income is expended for 
food shelter and clothing. The prices of most foodstuffs are stand- 
ardized, with the natural consequence that the bargain list offered 
Norfolk or Richmond shoppers is identical with that carried in this 
morning's edition of the Philadelphia or New York newspapers. The 
sajne Bticesjprcvail in Atlanta, Boston Chicago and, probably, in far- 
off Los Angeles. Indeed, if there are any 'aavante«i_J&c chances 
are that they will be found in the north. 



We hear that the greatest differential is found in the real estate 
field. Property, it. is true, carries a higher valuation In mid-town 
Philadelphia or Chicago than it does in Richmond or Atlanta, but, 
in spite of this fact, rents are no higher in the northern city— for 
similar accommodations— than they are in Virginias major cities. We 
personally have paid more money for living accommodations in Rich- 
mond than we have in New York, and, we are frank to say, the New 
York apartment was superior in most respects. 

Clothing and other personal necessities have been standardized 
as to price, largely through the advent of the chain store* and a 
Kuppenheimer suit is no more expensive in Scranton than it is to 
Birmingham. The same thing can be said for almost every article 
that we use In our daily life. 

Real estate and personal property taxes, admittedly, are some- 
what higher in certain northern cities and country districts than in 
the south, but there are outstanding examples— Norfolk is a notable 
one— to the south that are not far behind evert in this field. Profes- 
sional services are slightly lower here, but the average man and wom- 
an parts with but a few dollars per year for such services, regardless 
ofArhere they may reside.The iniquitous sales tax, found in many 
southern states, further reduces the scant savings gleaned from one's 
weekly income. *J

THERE ARE no idiots or sex 
perverts in William Faulknei's 
latest book, "The Unvanquished." 
In the seven stories which make 
ip the volume, there are whites 
and Negroes, quality and trash, 
faithful and dishonest — but 
mainly there is a myth. 

I encountered this myth soon 
after I came South for the first 
time. H— told me how in his 
grandmother's home in Louisiana 
he Yankee tioops played cards, 
using as a table one end of a 
Chesterfield sofa, the other end 
of which was feeding the flames in 
the fireplace. As the sofa burned 
up, the soldiers moved it— and the 
card game with it— further into 
the fireplace. This is the myth of 
invasion and pillage, with atten- 
dant spiritual and financial mar- 
tyrdom.

The props in "The Unvanquish- 
ed" are quite familiar. There is a 
slave boy of the same age as the 
master's son, Whose inseparable 
companion he is. An old negress 
is nurse to both her own child 
and the heir of the plantation. 
Granny refuses to bow to the of- 
ficer of the invading Federal 
troops. The Negroes go 'wild with 
incomprehension and tiagic mis- 
understanding of their liberation 
Letters are written on wallpaper 
in pokeberry juice. A girl runs 
away from home after her fiance' 
has been killed in battle and rides 
with a band of cavalry raiders. 
And the last story is called "The 
Odor of Verbena" . . . 

In spite of the familiarity of 
these props, however, Faulkner's 
book is not mere repetition of 
what has already been written. 
The war and its action remain in 
the background. The atmosphere 
of the book is one of reflection, of 
remembering in conversation.

The stoiy of The Jeannette is 
that of a one-akled battle of man 
against nature in which man 
coma off second, but nevertheless, 
an heroic second. Looking back on 
the records of the voyage one can 
see that the expedition was doom- 
ed to failure. Captain De Long 
must have realised that it was 
doomed to failure after the first 
year that the Jeannette was im- 
prisoned in the ice; for, after 
waiting a whole winter for the 
summer thaw to release the ship, 
mw himself still frozen in on 
the" following September. 

It is difficult to give in a brief 
space any suggestion of the hard- 
ships and privations to which the 
ship's crew were subjected as they 
fought a losing battle with the tee- 
pack and the northern cold. After 
two yean, when they were finally 
leleased from the pack for a brief 
while, the pack turned on them, 
crushing the Jeannette and sett- 
ing them afoot in the arctic 
wastes thousands of miles from 
refuge. The Journey of these men 
toward civilization makes the voy- 



age of the ship's boat under Cap- 
tain Bligh of the Bounty seem 
tame by comparison Imagine if 
you Will a small crew dragging 
three boats, the smallest of which 
weighed a ton, with provisions 
and supplies over several hundred 
miles of mountainous ice ridges. 
Sometimes they made five miles 
by a week's hard labor, and only 
the captain and the engineer knew 
that during the" same week they 
had drifted twenty-five miles in a 
directionXopposite to that in which 
they were headed One might in- 
dicate some of the horror they 
endured by mentioning that a 
great pari of the time their bare 
feet were upon the ice, and that 
finally, the flesh of Ertcson's feet, 
he the strongest seaman of the 
crew, came off with the bandages 
which the doctor removed, leaving 
the bones and smews exposed. 

Turning from the contemplation 
of such sufferings, it may be ob- 
served that Ellsberg, though he 
has certainly written a poweiful 
novel rich in human Interest, 
lAmetimes offends the taste of the 
discriminating reader by his exal- 



tation of his characters and his 
glorification of the Naval spirit. 
His men are almost too great in 
their fortitude: De Long, especial- 
ly, is too god-like to be convincing 
as a man. It may also be observed 
that, if anything, Ellsberg has de- 
tracted from the value of his 
story by interpolating conversa- 
tions. Jests and horseplay into a 
narrative whose , chief interest is 
factual. ^\s^ 

However, it is difficult for one 
not to be impi eased by the saga 
of the Jeannette. As a novel it 
has its weaknesses. As a human 
record it cannot fail to be inter, 
esting.

Industrial decentralization r-as 
placed the Virginia counties in thr 
front rank of those today dealing 
with the problem of the location 
of new industries in the Old Do- 
minion and it behooves these 
agencies to plan carefully for the 
exploitation of their assets to the 
best advantage of those living 
wlhin these counties, and for Vir- 
gin!^ as a whole. This was the

the Virginia State Chamber oi 
Commerce, speaking on "An In. 
dustrial Program for Virginia," 
meeting in Richmond In annual 



called the attention 
of the asso ciation to the action 
of the Virginia Commercial Or- 
ganizatton Executives in adopting 
an Industiial code for the Virginia 
cities. 

Problems Crested 

"However," he said, "Virginia's 
great industrial development is 
tending to take place outside of 
the larger cities and, often out- 
side of incorporated towns. The 
result is that most industries now 
locating In Vliglnia find -no civic 
or business organization with 
which to deal in their local rela- 
tions. Pew of the Virginia coun- 
have chambers of commerce, 
are of many classes 
re are, unfortunately, cer- 
tain types of Industry that seek 
only the exploitation of the legion 
that they invade, for their own 
personal gain. There are other 
types that can live only by an un- 
due exploitation of the natural re. 
sources of the community, with, 
out giving hi return equal value 
to the community. There are also 
industries that are moving from 
large cities Into rural areas and 
are not fully aware of the prob- 
lems that their sbsorbtion by the 
area may create. Then there are 
industries that are seasonal in 
nature and may upset the farm 
labor — industrial employment 
balance at certain seasons of the 
year— creating acute problems 
with county residents. 

"The Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce through its committee 
on industrial development, is fully 
aware of the value of good, sub- 
stantial industries, decentralized 
to absorb surplus labor supplies 
and to distribute through their 
presence wealth to the country 
areas. The State Chamber is 
anxious to see Virginia further 
industrialized and greater pros- 
perity spread throughout Virginia. 
It believes, however, that sub. 
sidies, and other special induce- 
ments to industry are often a great 
mistake. It is a mistake on the 
part of the communities and like- 
wise often eventually embarrass- 
ing to the industries themselves. 
It urges the counties to make 
careful studies before* offering 
^ny inducements to new industries 
and to acquaint themselves fully 
with the reasons why industries 
may be moving from their pres- 
ent locations. It urges the coun- 
ties to protect existing industries 
and coopeiate with them, and to 
-ooperate fully with new indus- 
tries that will be assets to the 
respective counties, and to Vir- 
ginia. 

Aid Offered Counties 

"The State Chamber offers its 
services to ^id in studying the 
need of local areas. It offers its 
aid in the development of Virginia,, 
wisely. ccnsOrucil;ve|y and with 
the thought in mind first and al- 
ways that Virginia's development 
should first be considered from 
'he viewpoint of the advantages 
that Virginia will reap from such 
development. 

New industries that come tc 
the Old Dominion first of all 
must be capable of succeeding— 
of making a profit, and of paying 
a decent living in wages to those 
Virginians that they employ. Vir- 
ginia feels that they should as- 
sume their share of the Just tax 
burden and that their officials 
should be absorbed in out pop- 
ulation and be acceptable voters 
and citizens of the Old Dominion 
of the future. Every Virginia in- 
dustry should foe an asset, not 
only to the stockholders, but to 
the community in which it is 
located and to Virginia, as a 
whole."

1, 1037. Up to that time the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration had 
insured more than 1.460.000 mod- 
ernization and repair loans 
amounting to over $500,000,080. In 
addition, it 1$ estimated that the 
Better Housing campaigns spon- 
sored by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration generated ,sevesal 
Bmes that much modernWlon 
and repair work which did not 
show in its own records. 
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Total claims paid by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration up 
to January 15. 1930. were $13,410,- 
420.15 under (he modernization 
and repair program. Through re- 
coveries and claims reinstated 
amounting to $0,550,830.53 the 
net loss sustained up to January 
15 under Title I was reduced to 
$6,859,594 22, repiesenting a net 
loss ratio of 1.33 per cent. 

OYiginaly $300,000,000 was 
Inade available by Congress to 
meet losses on modernization and 
repair loans insured under Title I. 
At the suggestion of the Federal 
Housing Administrator this a- 
mount was later reduced to $100,- 
000.000. Only a part of that will 
be needed to liquidate all claims 
growing out of operations up to 
April 1,1937. so that no additional 
authorization will be required at 
this time. 

Under the modernization and

Farm properties may be repair- 
ed, altered, or improved under the 
Federal Housing Administration's 
new Modernization Credit Plan, it 
was announced recently by Fed- 
eral Housing Administrator Ste- 
wart McDonald. 

In addition, entirely new struc- 
tures to be used solely for residen- 
tial purposes may be built on 
farms with the proceeds, of pri- 
vately financed loans up to a 
maximum of $2,500 and insurable 
under the Modernization Credit 
Plan. Mr. McDonald explained. 

Provisions for repayment of the 
loans in the case of modernization 
as well as entirely new farm resi- 
dential structures take into con- 
sideration the seasonal return to 
the farmer from crop sales, it was 
announced. 

Under the modernization plan, 
a farmer desiring to make repairs, 
alterations, or improvements to an 
existing farm structure may pro- 
cure loans or advances of credit 
up to $10,000 for such purposes 
from private lending institutions. 
Included in this group are banks, 
trust companies, personal finance 
companies, mortgage companies, 
building and loan associations, In- 
stallment lending companies, and 
other financial institutions au- 



In the case of loans up to the 
maximum of $10,000 for repairs, 
alterations, or Improvements to 
existing farm properties, a maxi- 
mum period of five years for the 
repayment of the borrowed a- 
mount is set in the new regula- 
tions. Financing charges to be 
made by the individual lending in- 
stitution for such purposes are 
limited in the regulation to a 
maximum amount equivalent to $5 
discount per $100 original face 
value of a one-year note, payable 
in monthly installments. 

Farm property occupants. 51 per 
cent of whose income is derived 
directly, from the sale of agricul- 
tural crops, livestock, or commodi- 
ties, are given special consideia- 
tion in the amendments on mod- 
ernization, repair, and improve- 
ment loans in the matter of re- 
payment of the loan. The regula- 
tion that such loans must be re- 
paid Ih equal monthly, semi- 
monthly, or weekly installments 
does not apply to farmers on such 
loans, due to the necessity of wait- 
ing for returns on annual crops. 

For entirely new construction oh 
a farm, of properties to be used 
exclusively for residential pur- 
poses, a maximum of $2,500 may 
be borrowed under this plan.

The Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938, recently passed by 
Congress, is designed to provide 
an all-around national farm pro- 
gram which will help farmers and 
aUtlie same time piotect consum- 
erTof the nation, according to in- 
formation received by W. H. Dau- 
ghtrey, state executive officer. The 
principal points of the program 
are summarized by Mr. Daughtrey, 
as follows: 

SOIL CONSERVATION:— The 
new farm piogram which is out- 
lined in the legislation continues 
and supplements the Agricultural 
Conservation Programs which 
have been in effect for the past 
two years under the Soil Conserva- 
tion and Domestic Allotment Act 
of 1936. 

Five-Crop Program 
FIVE CROPS:— Upon the foun. 
dation of the conservation pro- 
grams, specific' provisions, are 
made for the five ""crops— cotton, 
wheat, corn, tobacco and lice. For 
these crops the Act provides that 
the program is to be administer- 
ed so as to provide for producing 
adequate supplies each year for 
domestic consumption and exports 
and also to maintain ample re- 
serves. 

EVER - NORMAL GRANARY. 
^-The piovisions of the Act de- 
signed to maintain supplies at 
specified levels are expected to 
bring about substantial increases 
in reserves, particularly in the 
case of corn and wheat. 

LOANS: —sThe Act, directs that 
loans be made to corn, cotton and 
wheat producers under certain 
conditions, and authoiizes loans 
to be made on other agricultural 
commodities at the discretion of 
the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the President. The loans are to be 
made by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, which has made! 
a loans to f aimers on cotton and 



ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS AND- 
QUOTAS:— Acreage and com- 
modity allotments will be made 
for each of the five crops. If a* 
crop is so large that supplies 
reach high levels, the Act pro- 
vides that a marketing quota will 
be effective if two-thirds of the 
farmers voting in a— referendum* 
of producers of the commodity 
approve the quota.

INASMUCH as the purpose of a 
* photograph is to be looked *t, did 
it ever occur to you that keeping 
prints of lovely pictures in a desk 
drawer, in a box or on the shelf of a 
closet, as too many amateurs do, 
utterly defeats that purpose.

Opening of the Locks at Great Bridge Has No Appreciable 
Effect on Water Levels in Back Bay Section, Col. 
Carruth Replies to Hamilton's Inquiry 



Systematic search to uncover 
tuberculosis in its hide-outs in all 
communities of the State win be 
one of the chief objectives of this 
year's early diagnosis campaign, 
sponsored by the Virginia Tuber.

before religious, civic, patriotic 
and other groups, 

Te Educate Negroes 

This year's campaign will also 
be devoted in large part to edu- 
cating Negroes of the lurking dan. 
ger of tuberculosis. Of four post, 
ers and four leaflets prepared for 
the campaign, a Negro leaflet and 
poster have been included. 

Prevalence of tuberculosis 
among the Negro race is one of 
the major problems which con- 
fronts health authorities, said 
Miss Foster. Of 70,000 annual 
deaths from tuberculosis in the 
United States, she said, 20,000 are 
Negro deaths. This means, she ex- 
plained, that the colored race, re. 
presenting only, one. tenth of the 
population, constitutes almost 
one-third of the disease's mortal- 
ity. "Tuberculosis is a community 
health problem" declared Miss 
Foster, "and, consequently, tuber. 
culosis among Negroes is of grave 
concern to everybody. Thousands 
of poor Negroes with infectious 
tuberculosis, uncared for and 
spreading disease, form an un- 
controllable reservoir of infections. 
No home is safe until all- homes 
are safe, even if some of the 
homes aie on the other side of the 
railroad tracks."

Scout Honor Court 
Scheduled Tonight 
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With residents in somewhat 
goodly number of lower Princess 
Anne County feeling that inter- 
mittent storm tide and flood con- 
ditions were resulting fiom the 
closed locks of the Chesapeake 
and Albemarle Canal, Represen- 
tative Norman R. Hamilton of the 
Second Congressional District re. 
cently presented this matter anew 
to Colonel John H. Carruth, U. S. 
District Engineer at Norfolk. Col- 
onel Carruth has replied to Rep- 
resentative Hamilton giving the 
opinion, after study and experi- 
ment, that abnormal heights of 
water in the Back Bay area of 
Princess Anne which caused the 
flooding of agricultural lands re- 
suit from prolonged southerly 
winds which force an excess of 
water from Albemarle and Pam- 
lico Sounds on the south, up into 
Currituck Sound. This excess of 
water. Colonel Carruth says, is 
then forced by the wind effect into 
the Back Bay area, which includes 
North Bay; and into North Land. 
ing River and the Albemarle and 
Chesapeake Canal. 

Colonel Carruth's reply to Re- 
presentative Hamilton will be of 
considerable interest to many In 
lower Princess Anne County who 
have been suffering flood condi. 
tions on their agricultural lands: 
His explanation* of the situation as 
given to -Representative Hamilton 
is in the main as follows: 
Many Complaints Received 
"A number of. complaints of this 
nature have been received by this 
office from residents of the Back 
Bay section, and you will probably 
recall that, in the course of the 
heaiing which ,1 held in Norfolk. 
Va., on September 30. 1937, on the 
question of the protection of lands 
in the vicinity of Great Bridge 
from flooding by storm tides, sev- 
eral of the residents of Great 
Bridge who attended the hearing 
urged that the lock at Great 
Biklge should be kept open at 
such times as the water level on 
the canal side of the lock was 
greater than that on the river side 
of the loch. , 

This office has consistently 



been of the opinion that the lock 
at Great Bridge has no appreci- 
able effect on water levels in the 
Back Bay section. The records of 
this office show that during the 
period July 20. 1034, to January 
4, 1935, the lock gates at Great 
Bridge were opened at such times 
as there was a head of water on 
the easternside of the lock, to de- 
termine the effect, if any. of such 
opening. At no time did this office 
believe that such operation of the 
gates would lower the water levels 
in the Back Bay region, but the 
opportunity to make such a trial, 
in the face of complaints and re. 
quests received, was welcomed in 
order to settle trie question. This 
office maintains an automatic 
water level recorder at Munden, 
Va., 20 miles south of Great 
Bridge, near the mouth of North 
Landing River. The open gate 
operation of the lock during the 
period July 28, 1934, to January 4, 
1935, showed no effect whatever 
upon the water level at Munden, 
and if no effect was shown at 
Munden, there could not have 
been any effect upon the level in 
Back Bay, 18 miles farther south. 
Interfered With Navigation 
'The experimental operation 
cited above aroused a number of 
pretests from game preservation 
Interests located east and south, 
east of the lock, and also resulted 
in proests fipm the navigation in- 
terests who complaineH of the 
currents produced in the Virginia 
Cut of the Inland Wateiway as 
seriously interfering with and re- 
tarding the navigation of vessels. 
As a result of these protests, the 
experiment was discontinued Jan- 
uary 4, 1935, and since that date 
the gates of the lock Have been 
opened only when necessary for 
navigation. 

"It is apparent to this office 
that the abnormal heights of 
water in the Back Bay area, which 
cause the flooding of the agricul- 
tural lands, are caused by pro. 
longed southerly winds which 
force an excess of water from Al- 
bemarle Sound and Pamlico J 
Sound, on the south, up into Cur- 



rituck Sound. This excess of 
water is then forced by the wind 
effect into the Back Bay aiea, 
which includes North Bay; and 
into North Landing RiveT-ancTtlTr 
Aibemarle and Chesapeake Canal. 
Salt Water Lock 
"The BacKNBay area is land- 
locked on all sides except at the 
south, where it is connected by 
the Knotts Island channel to the 
upper end of Currituck Sound. 
The water distance from the 
southern end <of Back Bay to the 
lock at Gieat Bridge, which is via 
Knotts Island channel, Currituck 
Sound, North Landing River, and 
the Albemarle and Chesapeake 
Canal, is approximately 8 miles. 
Considering the large volume of 
water in the Back Bay area. Cur. 
rituck Sound and North Landing 
River, represented by the abnor- 
mal heights in these water areas 
during southerly winds, as com- 
pared with the relatively small 
size of the Albemarle and Chesa-

is a salt water guard lock, which 
was installed for the purpose of 
preventing the movement of pol- 
luted salt water into the water 
areas to the east and southeast of 
the lock, in order to promote the 
development of fishing and wild 
fowl hunting. I believe that the 
lock has fully served the purpose 
for which it was constructed, and 
since I do not feel that the open- 
ing of the lock except for naviga- 
tion would be compatible with the 
puipose for which it was built, or 
would have any beneficial effect 
on water levels in the Back Bay, 
area, I regret that I am unable to 
take any action in this matter or 
to recommend any change in the 
existing method of operation of 
the lock."
